The last report was issued on the goth 
September, 1902; and the present review is 
intended to cover the period from that date to 
the gist January, 1904. The questions which 
have occupied the attention of the committee 
have not been of so momentous a character as 
those dealt with in some previous years, but 
some important subjects have been handled, 
with gratifying results in severn! cases, while as 
regards others itis hoped that the sced sown. 
will ultimately bear fruit. “The following are 
the chief questions that have come before the 
committee, : 

INTERNAL TAXATION OF FOREIGN

VIOLATION OF DRITITIE SOVERLIGNTY IN 

HONGKONG. 

In May last, consequent an the revelations 
made in the Supreme Court, during the trial of 
a Chinese named Lu: Chiu, a8 accessory in 
the murder of a Chinese schoolmaster named 
Yeuuy Kue Wan, at his house in Gage Street, 
by shuo ing him with a revolver, the committee 
addres: ed a letter to the London office, asking 
them to lay the facts before the Foreign Office 
Tue evidence adduced showed clearly that four 
men, tempted by the offer of a large monetary 
reward and official rank made by the Canton. 
ese Government, arranged to assassinate Yeung 
Kue Wan, who belonged to the Chinese Reform 
party,and accomplished their purposeon the toth 
January, 1901, but the prisoner was not arrested 
unul two years later. in the result je was 
found guilty, sentenced, and executed. ‘The 
committee, however, urged that reparation for 
the flagrant violation of the King’s sovereignty 
commi ted should be strenuously demanded, 
The matter was laid before the Foreign Otfice 
by the London Branch, and a copy of the letter 
sent by this commiltee to the Colonial Govern:

‘This was on 
Sunday morning at rt o'clock, Here the 
Hoon hove to, and sipnalled the guardship, 
which 1s done by all vessels, according to 
the repulations, before they can be allowed to 
proceed. The signal was not answered, al- 
though an “urgent” message was fying trom 
the mast-head, and the mail steamer was kept 
wailing for tive hours before she was allowed 
to continue her voyage. The steamer was 
about six miles from the guardship to which 
she was Signalling. Her signals are believed 
to have been perfectly distinct, but itis thought 
probable that the heavy seas ruaming at the 
tune may be responsible for ihe delay of the 
guardship in sending oul to the Aor.

BUMBAY (N 1903. 
ee eee 

At the commencement of the year the mill 
industry began to show signs of buskuess. An 
impetus was given to it by Lhe rising exchange, 
which, afer touching tie lowest point on record 
Ks, 185 for Hongkong and Ks. 158 for shang: 
hai—went up by leaps and bounds until the 
maximnuin for the year of Rs. 140 and Rs, 192, 
tespectively, was reached in September. ‘The 
result was that shares improved considerably 
in value. This improvement continued until 
the Moorat settlement, when (he mill-owners 
were able to enter into large and profitable 
yarn contacts. Hut unfortunately this state of 
aflairs was not destined to lat long. The 
recent advance in the price of cotton, due to 
manipulations of the American speculator, has 
led to a heavy decline in the price of our mill 
shares, and spinning ceased to be profitable. 
Some of the mills have been working without 
profits since the Divalee holidays, and several 
have preferred the lesser evil of clasing down 
fur the time beiny by buying back their yarn 
even at some sacrifice, While concluding ovr 
cemacks, we nolice with great pleasure the 
opening of new markets in Eastern Europe by 
some uf vur more enterprising mill agents who 
are to be congratulated on thus increasing the 
volume of business at remunerative rates. ‘ 

As the season was prosperous, most of the 
mills have done well on the whole year. With 
the Petit Mills, an interim dividend at the rate 
of Rs. 50 per share was paid for the first half 
year and Rs, 70 per suare for ihe second half, 
substantial sums being carried to reserve and 
other funds. Shares where quoted during the 
year as high as ks. 2,480, and are casily nego- 
tiable, The Central India Mill paid an interim 
dividend of Rs. $0 per share for the firs: half 
year and another dividend of Rs. 70 for the 
other half, The Swadeshi Mills paid Rs. 25 
per share for the first half and Rs, 30 per share 
for the second half. It is one of the best 
managed mills in Bombay. Its shares stood 
as h'gh as Rs. 925 fir Rs. 500 paid, The 
Sassoon Spinoing and Weaving Company, 
afier making ample provision for depreciation, 
paid Rs. 50 per share. Some ofthe other mills 


have also paid fairly good dividends, ‘The, 


Currimbhoy and Kohinow mills bave each paid

THE WOMEN OF JAPAN, 


PUNLIC ENTHUSIASM. 

Much has already been writer concern- 
ing the public-spirited attitude of Japan's 
women-folk in the present struggle, and the 
following, received from an accasional 
correspondent in the north of the Island 


Empire, goes to prove that the patriotic spirit 
in the fair sex is not confined to the women 
of the capital or the big seaport towns, Our 
correspondent writes:—The prefecture of 
Niigata, a northern province of the island of 
Hondo, has ever been renowned for the 
beauty and patriotism of ils women and, in 
the present crisis, the ladies of the district 
have been acting up to the reputation of 
their forebears, ‘The troops of this region 
were mobilised at Niigata City and) then 
marched to Shibata, a distance of 25 nules, 
which is the nearest railway station, ‘The 
transport of the baggage of the different cerps 
was effected by the women of the region— 
ladies of the leading families taking part in 
the work—who would not allow the com- 
inissatiat. coolics ta touch the stores and 
tinpedimenta destined for the use of their 
husbands, brothers and relations leaving for 
the front. 

The daily rations of the men were prepared 


and supphed by the ladies af the city; the 


wives and daughters of the major, municipal 
councillors, leading gentry and rich mer. 
chants all joining whole-heartedly in supply- 
ing the wants of the troops, though, in such 
cases, iis usual for food to be furnished by 
public caterers, at the expense of the Govern: 
tment. 

The authorities are besieged by offers 
trom the women of the region, to serve as 
nurses in 1 the held hagas and in a few 


ciuatih in the acl cliuialt il Korea and 
Manchuria) were manufactured by the far 
lingers of the gentle sex, to supply a pair ta 
every man in the Shibata and) Muranvatsu 
brigades, 

As the trains laden with troops left Shi- 
hata station, the principal geadas of the 
province assembled on the platform and 
sang stining warsongs to the departing 
warriors. 

THE PRESS CENSORSHIP. 
“THE LAST STRAW,” 

The authorities may like to be reminded at 
the present tine that there is a proverb in 
English lore, “It is the last straw that breaks 
the camel’s back.” When instructions were 
issued to the newspapers some weeks ayo 
decreeing the exclusion ‘uf news relating to the 
movements of troops, &c, the newspapers 
agreed lo abide by the wishes of the authorities, 
though even such instructions seemed a breach 
of the freedum of the Press. The foreign 
Journals have none of them, so far as we are 
aware, shown any inclination to depart from 
the onginal iostrachuns, but the fast batch 
have called forth general protest. Although 
such absurd interterence wih the liberty of 
the ress is amusing in one way, tt 15 serious 
in another, and is calculated to do a great 
deal of harm to Japan, Almost sunultaneously 
with the article that appeared in this journal 
(Kobe Chronicle) on the matter of these re- 
slrictions there was asimilar protest inthe Japan 
Herald, Having referred to the fact ubat the for- 
tiga Press generally had raised ns vaice against 
the ridiculous restrictions, our Yokohama con- 
temporary says that there 1s a general con- 
demaation of the instiuctions as vexatious, and 
uw would be well for the Japanese Government 
to consider very thervuphly whether such 
vexatious cestricuuns will nut be producuve of 
more harm than good. Already inquiries are 
being made as to whether the |’ress censorship 
is not being carried gut more with the inten- 
tion of keeping the Japanese ignorant of the 
state of atiuirs than with the object of conc eal- 
ing the Japanese movements frum the enemy. 

The authorities probably do not realise how, 
hy the issuimy of these instructions, the reputa- 
Gon ol Japan as a nation of liberty and treedom 
ts being damaged. 


A NEW RELIEF SOCIETY, 

Count Inouye and Count atsugata invited 
a large number of leadiny cuizens of Tokio to 
the Matsui Club yes erday (says the A‘vée 
Herald of 7th inst) and tad betore them a 
proposal to establish a Suciety to be called the 
Teikoku Gunjin Yengo Kat ({inpenal Fund 
for the Assistance of Miltary Men) Count 
Inouye and Count Matsugats delivered speeches 
urging the assembly to support the lormation 
of the Society, and thus remove away all wor- 
ries about their families from the men fighting 
at the front for their country. Mr. Sonoda, 
President of the Jugo Ginko, replied oo behalf 
of the assembly, and suggested that Count 
Inouye and Count Matsugata should act as 
Vice-Presidents, Contributions iowards the 
funds of the Society were then received. Messrs. 
Masuda, Tonoka and Asano offered Y10,000 
each and all the other present made contribu- 
tions. 


FRANCE EXPLAINS JIBUTIL AFFAIR. 

A recent cable from Paris says that exchange 
of communications of a friendly charactor have 
occurred between France and Japan with 
respect to the stay of the Russian squadren at 
Jibutsl, French Somaliland, France did not 
hesitate to make complete explanation of her 
reasons for not ordering the Russian ships to 
‘depart, and it is said in reliable quarters, this 
explanation was thoroughly satisfactory to the 
Japanese Goveroment. The frankness with 
iwhich the French government dealt with the 
question is gratifying to the Japanese diplomats, 
and it is asserted that there is no reason to 
beliove any friction will arise betweed (he two 


{ countries regarding the incident, 


It is now 
explained that France’s neutrality instructions, 
while specifying the limit of stay to be twenty- 
four hours, differs from the English neutrality 
laws in that this provision is hedged about 
by various conditions, which enable an 
extension of the time during which a 
belligerent’ may remain in a French port. 


France secks, as she has told Japan and |. 


the other powers, to maintain an attitude 
f loyal nentrality and has no intention of de- 
parting from this policy. But, as far as to 
ordering the Russian ships (o leave Jibutil, this 
has not been done, as to have done so would 
have sroused the French people, whose 
sympathies with Russia, at first lukewarm, 
would have become exceedingly keen and this 
Japan and certainly ber ally do not desire. 
The officials also say France showed her 
{air ess to the belligerent during the Spanish- 
American war when an American auxiliary 
cruiser tried to make repairs in the French 
West Indies, Spain then endeavored to have 
he cruiser compelled to leave forthwith, but 
the French authorities did not require a rigid 
enforcement of the regulations and the cruiser 
was permitted ty remain until her repairs were 
completed. [t is claimed this American 
precedent justifies the stay of the Russians at 
Jibutil. 

[It is recognized in diplomatic circles that the 
Jibutil precedent may become a serious one 
far France, especially if a Japanese squadron 
attempts to come to the Atlantic to operate 
agains: the Russians in the Baltic. 


THE SEOUL- -FUSAN RAILWAY. 


PO-SHBELITY OF FINISHING LY OCTORER, 


It is well known that work on the construc: 
tion afthe Seaul-Fusan Railway is being pushed 
forward at highest pressure, the object being 
to finish the line as quickly as possible, * The 
directors originally estimated that the railway 
would be completed by December next, 
but inthe present situation a railway between 


Fusan and Seoul would be of incalculable. 


value to Japan, and the company has just 
decided upon a course by which itis hoped to 
have the line ready for traffic by October. This 
is to avoid all difficulties of the route, such as 
tunnels, etc, and lay the line as much as 
much possible on the flat, which will) pro 
bably mean reconstruction when there is more 
time for the work, 


WAR ITEMS. 

We take the following items from the A’ole 
Chronicle of the oth inst. 

RELEASE OF THE “HERMES,” 

The Norwegian steamer “ Hermes,” which 
left Moji on the 6th ultimo carying coal for 
Port Arthur, was arrested just outside that port 
by the Japanese, being ordered to return to 
Nagasaki, and from that port being taken to 
Saseho to be adjudicated upon as a ‘prize, 
Yesterday a decision was given and the 
release of the vessel ordered. The cargo of 
coal has also been released. 

‘The Asadé calls attention to the fact that 
though at appears in the reports current of the 
reported attack on Viadivostuk that Lyddite 
shells were used, the shell used in the Japanese 
Navy is named the “shimose.” The Lyddue 
is peculiar to England. 

It is now evident from the Intest reports 
reaching headquarters at Tokyo that the Rus- 
stan scouts who have been reported as south 
of the Yalu are in retreal, and 1s expected in 
the course of a few days that the scouts will 
have completely evacuated Korea and retired 
lo the north of the river, We have all along 
pointed out the improbabilty of the Korean 
reports of large Russian forces south of the 
Yala, 

The foreign war correspondent who yoes 
with the troops to the front, and will be quar. 
tered with the Army, is likely to be comfortably 
provided for, but those who venture into Korea 
independently may frequently meet with hard- 
ship. [t is reported that several correspondents 
going in the direction of Pingyang are encoun: 
tering serous difficulties, Koreans mistaking 
them for Russians, The same report states 
that the Japanese are welcomed wherever they 
yo by the natives. 

The wife of the well-known Osaka physician 
Dr, Yoshida is giving what are known in 
England as “first-and" lectures io women. By 
this means the ladies of Usaka are being taught 
the art of bandaging and of giving relief to the 
sick and injured, so as to be ready tu render 
assistance to soldiers if necessary. The 
lectures are receiving the support of the leading 
medical men of Osaka, and already there are 
thirty-five volunteers. ‘The lectures are held 
at the Yoshida Hospital. 

The Minister for the Navy has presented the 
funeral expenses to the family of the late 
Engineer Minehara, one of the seventy-seven 
men who composed the yallant Port Arthur 
blocking expedition. Minehara was killed by 
a shell. 
Usaka prefecture, und was only twenty-three 
years old. 


The following telegrams are from Japanese 
sources — 

London, 4th March.-—The 7imes ridicules 
the Russian 
comments highly on the appropriateness ol 
Japan's reply to it. ‘The London paper also 
says that Japan's alertness and courage have 
won her the admiration of the world and her 
actions are in accord with the established 
precedents of warfare. : 

The Datly Chronicle regards Russia's com- 
plaints as induced by fear, and says that the 
announcement is so weak that Japan peed 
hardly reply to it.

London, 7th March.—The Russians state 
that the bateeries at Vladivostock did not reply 
to the attack of the Japanese fleet because they 
did not wish their positions to be revealed.

Peking, yth March.—The German Minister 
to Peking has recently changed his attitude 
and is hestirring himself in the interests 
of China, in harmony with the British and 
American Ministers, 

It is believed that the Powers will not insist 
on the neutrality of the Liao-si district in Man- 
charia. 

The Japanese Minister to Peking now re- 
cognises China's helplessness to insist on the 
neutrality of the district and will not make any 
more protests. 


THE SITUATION IN COREA, 

Seoul, March 7th.—Work on the Seoul-Wiju 
Railway has been commenced by the Japan- 
ese. As soon as the Russians arrived at Kiojo 
onthe qth they proceeded to the telegraph 
office and inspected all the telegrams. They 
then inquired about the whereabouts of the 
Japanese forces, and moved onto Funei, The 
Corean Emperor has issued a note strongly 
denouncing the selflish conduct of the leading 
officials, who seem to be only eager to seek 
their personal safety. 

Chemulpo, March 8th - 
was recently appointed Foreign Minister, ar 
rived here from Chefoo by the Brush steamer 
Ching fah to-day. 
Russians under medical treatment: here, two 
have succumbed. The others are now on the 
road to convalescence. They were sent to 
Matsuyama, lyo province, Shikoku, by the 
Makuai Maru yesterday. 

Pingyang, 8th March.—The Yalu has been 
free fiom ice since the 28th ult, on’ which 
date there was a Severe thunder storm in the 
district, The Russians at Wiju crossed the 
river and retired into Maachuria, There are 
sul 209 Russians at Wiju.
